We want
no romance; we want practical,

The perlection of contest is found in the
Southwest.

We have been led to these remarks by the
litle rencontre which enlivened Lie msnotony
of legislation yesterday. General Lovern [

facts are given io all the papers, The cause of
the assault was that My, GrisyeLL insalted the
General in the House on Monday last. Now,

At last, in despe-
ration, he looked at her with dignitded scorn,
aud hissed out:—" You are a geomelrical hepa-
meter, an equilateral triangle, yes, 1 will add, a
quadrilaterai.” I hayve often been cursed
and insulted,” replied the Amazon, *“bul
noever such as this,” and she rushed wildly
to commit an assanlt  and  battery,
Such is the Congressional code of respect. You
cun tell 8 man that he wilfully misrepresents
incts, that he is & political charlatan, « receiver
of hiibes, and @ sycophunt, and you comuic no
offense, bul term him a coward and a miscreant,
and your doom is sealed, Buch was the fate of
My, OrisyeLL, He overstepped those mysterions
bounds, Mr. Grixxerr called RoussEau o
“brainless defender” and a *‘pitiful demagzogue,”
but this could pass, He cven sneered at his
bravery, and insinualed that he was & coward.

Taxne Is no doubt that there will be & strong
disposition on the part of many, if no' most o’
the Bouthern States, to acoept tue Constitutional
nmendment just proposed by Conaress, ay o
final settlement of the questions loft to us as
legaoy by the Rebellion, The Isading minds in
that seetion 6! the esuntry wre nerfectly oon
scions that the nation has passsl throigh o
tremendous etruggle, and that cerlam changs;
in the organic law must be made to moel the
new condition of affaire, They cannol expect,
after appealing to the arbiirawent of war, to
find their own status the sume ns it was hefore
the Robolllon. Of course, they will atrive tor
what they conslder the best altainable terms:
but they know very well that gome (erma wil!
be required as conditions precedent to their
adnission Jnte the Union. We belieye they
will be intlined to acodpl those proposed hy
Congress, There is nothing in those terms that
eannot be honorably accepted by the South.
Tuere is nothing in them that will militate in
the least againgt the luture growth and power
of the South. They merely require the poople
there to accept in good faith the results of
the war, .

The only thing wh'eh ean cause the Soath to
ulttmpt to thwart the clearly expressed will o
the nation, will be the pos tion of tha leaders
of the go-called Democratic party. They wul
dovbiless oppose the proposed measures ol set-
tlement and concilintion, us they have opposed
every previous mensure siopted by the nation
during the strugele. But we trugt the Southern
people ard beginning to see the folly of being
led any longer by these blind goides, It was
the encouragement of these men that embol-
deued the Southern ire-eaters to precipitate
war upon the country. They utterly misrepre-
sented the publie sentiment of the North, as the
Houth soon found to its sorrow. So, during the
entire progress of the war, these Democratic
leaders continued to mislead the South, holding
out to It false hopes and promises of a popular
renction against the war at the North. Depesd-
ing on there misrepresontations, the South was
led to prolong the contest long after she would
otberwise have been inclined to give it vp; and
thug in the end she experienced a wore com-
plete and disastrous overthrow. Again, at the
present time, the Democratic leaders are mis-
leading the Boutb, holding out to her false
hopes, encouraging her in demands that ave pra
posterous and will never be coneeded—mi-re
presenting again the popular sentiment of the
North, and leading the Southern people a way
from thelr trae interests.

The truth is—and 1t I8 tme our Southern
brethren underswod it—ihe Copperhead leaders
of the Democratic orgunization have behaved
with soch unmeasured tolly and wickednoas,
during the past live years, that they have run
their party into the ground. They are reduced
to a powerleas minority in evecy Northern State,
and iv the most of them do not constitute even
a rerpectable faction. In Congress they are
unable to muster o fourth of the votes of either
Houge, Their doctrines are abomiuated by tha
wasses of the people, and they have secured for
themselves a degree of popular odinm unusual
in suy country. If the Southern people suppoze
they will make anything by anv longe: tollow-
ing this played-out, uswed.up, broken-down tac-
tion of politien]l baukrapts, they are very much
mistaken.

The popular sentiment of the North is repre-
sented by the greatl Union party. It was never
more compact, vigorous, and powerful than
to-day. Its informing ideas are dally more
thoroughily permeaving the masses. It has
the prestige of victory on its bunners, Its leaders
are men of the peopls; who understand the
people. It is the party of progress. Iis lhiberal
and inspiring dootrines are in harmony with the
enlightened spirit of the aze; they attract to it
the young, the enthusiastio, the progressive. It
istthe party of the future as well as of the pre
sent, Thie iz the party with which our Southern
brethren must treat, It represents the people,
nnd it wields the power of the people. The
measures it proposes carry with them the sanc.
tion of authority. There i2 on the part of this
great organization no desire to wrong the
South—no desire even to exact the demands of
justice; but there is 8 determination, inflexible
and uncompromising, that, in admittiog the late
Rebel States to power in the Union, the safety
and peace of the nation shall be secured by
ample and irrevocable guarantees. The sooner
our Southern brethren undergtand this, the
better will it be for all parties.
